Has Va. Beach Dome 
Outlived Usefulness? 






Is the Dome's duty really 
done? That's the question being 
asked in several quarters these 
days, including many city of- 
fices. 

Sam Scott, director of the 
Alan B. Shepard Civic Center 
on Paciflc Avenue has recom- 
mended to the City Manager in 
a letter during budget hearings 
that a preliminary study be 
made toward the future building 
of a new civi^ center complex. 

Scott, who feels that the pre- 
sent Dome can serve many other 
purposes, said, "It is important 
that at least preliminary steps 
be taken now toward a com- 
pletely new complex." 

He added quickly that the 
Dome was' a great step for- 
ward for the small city of Vir- 
ginia Beach when it was built 
to serve the needs of 8,000 
residents. 

"No one knew at that time 
that Virginia Beach and Prin- 



cess Anne County were going to < 
combine into a mammoth city 
with great responsibilities," 
said Scott. 

Even when the original plans 
for the present Dome were 
drawn, a giant arena was drawn 
on the site of what is now the 
parking lot. It was to be built 
at a later date. 

It would now cost about 
$2,500,000 for that addition, 
according to Scott, and then 
there woulc| be no space for 
parking in the area. 

Scott added that he realizes 
the magnitude of the facility 
he is recommending, but says 
Virginia Beach can become a 
major convention city if we have 
a proper facility. 

What Scott has in mind is 
a three-phase building, to in- 
clude a 3,(K)0 seat theatre and 
exhibition hall witii about 32,000 
square feet of open space and 
meeting rooms of all sizes and 



a 10,000 seat sports coliseum 
with room for anotiier 5,000 
temporary seats. 

. "We would then have the 
facilities for just about any 
kind of large spprte event, nat- 
ional tr»le show or national 
convention." Said Scott, "And 
I know we could get them to 
come here.because we have tbe 
one thing even our neighboring 
dttes do not.... tiie AUanttc 
Ocean." 

Scott said he did not see 
where similar facilities in nei- 
ghboring cities would hurt a 
new center in Virginia B^ich. 

He would not be pinned down 
on cost, but conceded that simil- 
ar centers in other parte of 
the country have cost between 
$7 million and $10 million. 

It would depend on land costs 
and cost of labor at tbe time we 
get ready to build," he said.

Federal Grant Approved

Webbon was informed last 
week that the Federal govern- 
ment had approved an applica- 
tton <^ tiie city of Vir^nia 
Beach for funds to be used in 
beaii^eatlOB^viects. 

Tbe total amount of the grant 
is $26,U2.41. Webbon's office 
bad applied for $300,000 for 
beautification| fonds spread out 
over a five-year period. The 
funds wiU be used in compliance 
wiOi tne city's recentty-ap- 
proved master plan for recrea- 
tton to inwove and beautify tiie 
sites. I 

"The amount received thiis 
year is only a token amount," 
said Webbon. 

Tbe aiqiilicatlon bad been in 
the bands of tbe federal govern- 
ment since last spring, accord- 
ing to Webbon, who expects to 
get more funds for this purpose 
In the next four years. 

Tbe grant was tbe second for 
tbe City of Virglnte Beadi in 
eight days; The first gave tiie 
city of Virginia Beach $750,000 
earmarked for construction of 
water lines from tiie Kempsville 
area where they now end to the 



The original request was for 
$1.4 million, or half the ex- 
pected cost of the project, as 
allowed by ttie Federal govern- 
ment. 



"They only had $100 million 
to spend on the Community Fac- 
ilities program in tiie entire 
United Stetes, so they tried to 
be fair after tiiey got $2 billion 
in requeste," said Webbon. 
"They asked us if we would 
accept a little more than half 
our ori^nal request." 

The city did accept that a- 
mount, and one of the five Vir- 
ginia Beach applications pend- 
ing l)efore the Department of 
Housing and Url}an Development 
was brou^it to a successful 
conclusion. 

Webbon added, "These are 
the first major grants I have 
helped obtain for the city since 
I have been on the job and I am 
quite happy." 

Webbon is not ^tisfied to rest 
m his laurels, however. He 
will continue to travel to Rich- 
moiKl, Washington and Philadel- 
phia trying to nudge the pending 



programs throu^ and explain 
any points that are questioned. 

"We- now have three other 
applications in for federal funds 
on various projects," said Web- 
bon. "Those appUcations are in 
different steges of review."

The water lines project was 
approved in about nine months, 
which is about average, accord- 
■ in'g to Wfibboiv 

Under the C^n Space pro- 
gram the city has applied tor

This request is now under re- 
view, according to Webbon, but 
he does not expect a final de- 
cision in the near future. 

The city has for som» time 
been waiting for ai^roval of 
$262,000, half of tiie purdiase 
price of the Sandbridge pork 
area at Littie Island. This is in 
the final sta^s of review at 
present, according to Webbon. 



Anotiier $300,000 has been 
requested to buUd a new wel- 
fare buildtog in Virginia Beacb 
as a federal, stete and city ven-' 
tore.

Tbe l2-inan squad of divers 
M oi Virginia Beach Police were 
^ supposed to have a practice drill 
"^ that morning in the pool of the 
Cavalier. 

They have just recently gone 
inside because of the cold 
veatiier and the near freezing 
temperature of the water, Thr- 
' ^ugh November {they were still 
jpractlcing outside. 

W kbi prictlce drill had been 
Ciu^lled that day because Lt. 
Henry Capps, executive officer 
of ttie group, had the flu. 



But shortly after 7 a.m. pa|'t 
of the 3-year old diving team 
jas needed, not for a practice, 
but for the real thing. 

They were summoned to the 
new bridge construction site on 
Rudee Inlet where a car had 
gone through a barricade, down 
a steep embankment and disap- 
peared in the cold and deep wat- 
ers of the main channel of 
the inlet.

^iu^^oof^ «p to the road and 
toved away. 



No other bodies were found 
in the car. 

Lt. Capps was also ttiere 
directing part of the operations, 
regardless of the flu. 

It was nearly seven hours 
from start to finish before the 
entire diving operation was 
over. But the four divers had 
done a good job. It showed that 
the practice sessions make tiie 
difference when a real man-size 
job comes along. 

They'll be practicing again 
next week to make up for the 
practice they missed.

In fact, we congratulate our 
Co&rdinotor of Urban Affairs 
on his accomplishments recent- 
ly and his continuing efforts 
to get more grants from the 
federal government. He has 
helped secure money for much- 
needed wdier lines and for beau- 
tification, both of which would 
not be afforded by the city alone 
at the present time, when so 
many things are d I rely needed.

I was greatly disturbed to 
read in a letter bjraL]TOi- 
baven resident, with reference 
to a zoning matter wtiich came 
before the City Council of fbe 
City of Virginia Beach, on which 
Councilman Dewey Simmons 
made a public disclosure tliat 
he had an interest in a zoning 
matter that was coming before 
the Council, and because he had 
an interest therein, disqualified 
himself on that particular zon- 
ing issue before City Council. 

I found, in checking, that the 
interest Mr. Simmons had was 
that an emptoyee of his firm 
had sold the property which 
was before the Council for zon- 
ing. I then checked Section 2-28 
of the City Code of the City 
of Virginia Beach, and I found 
this langua^ therein: 

"In any zoning case which 
is pending before the Council, 
in which a member of the Coun- 
cil las an interest in the land 
to be zoned, such official shall. 




prior to any hearing on the 
matter, or at such hearing, 
make a foil public disclosure 
of Q>e exact Wure of his in- 
terest." 

The sectbffl goes on to quote 
"an interest" as including a 
commission or fee that would 
be earned by such councilman 
as a result of a omtract of 
s^le which is made for tte 
iadi ot laid sittf)Ject to or ctm- 
URUMB VftiQ Soiling.' 

In other words. Councilman 
Simmons had a legal duty to 
make a public disclomre. I 
recall that vben be ran for 
council that be told tte puldic 
that be was a licensed real 
estate bndier. Surely Qie letter- 
writer from Lynnbaven wwild 
not have all real estate ag«^ 
disqualified from service cmttie 
City Council. 

It seems 0iat lately in Tide- 
water Virginia, as soon as any- 
one becomes a pidjlic official 
he immediately has his char- 



acter assassinated for merely 
doing his duty. This is a very 
sertous trend, and if permitted 
to ccmtinue, honest men such 
as Mr. Simmons will do a Id 
of thiiycing before tbey offer 
dteir services for public office. 
I commend Councilman Sim- 
mons for his ftall pid)lic dis- 
closure on tttt particular zoning 
matter that was before the Cou- 
ncil as is required by SedioD 
2-28 of the City Code iif Vir- 
ginia Beach, and I say farther 
to him, to remember the words 
of Ctmrchill who said: "Crit- 
icism Is die price of i^ioB- 
sibillty."

Shortly thereafter, Floyd Al- 
bert Haines, 27, was arrested 
and charged with the rape of 
the 10 year old. He has since 
\been acquitted of the charge 
in Virginia Beach Circuit Couft, 
but now stands accused of Qiree 
lesser chaises growing out of 
the same inddrat. 

Haines's case was dismissed 
when ttie victim iBiledtoqualify 
mu a witness.

and mother were taken to the 
police station on May 21, 1966, 
to complete statements, Prlt- 
chard reportedly left Princess 
Anne with them on the way to 
their Greenbriar Farms home. 
The woman now claims that 
he did not take them home but 
let them out of the car at an 
undetermined spot, thought to be 
near the Virginia Beach-Ches- 
34?eak line, several miles from 
her home. 

She says she has at least 
one other person who can sut>- 
stantiate part of her claim. 

Chief Moore said there were 
definitely differepces in the st- 
ory told by the woman and the 
story told by Pritchard. 

"Until I can settle this com- 
pletely, I thought it best to sus- 
pend Pritchard," he said. 

An SP officer was reportedly 
in the car with Pritchard, and 
Chief Moore said he would be 
talking with the man immedi- 
ately. , ' 

"If I find no substantiating ev- 
idence, he (Pritchard) willpro- 
bably be re -instated, after I 
take the case to the Police 
Trial Board," said the Chief. 

"He may not be needed to test- 
ify before the Board." 

Due to the fact that the case 
is nearly a year old, it is dif- 
ficult to find complete and ac- 
curate infotms^on, sa4d one 
police official, although he pro- 
mised that every effort is be- 
ing made to settle the matter 
once and for all. 

"Iltere are more stories than 
two to be looked into here," 
he added,"and we want to get 
W^ at the truth."

^"ITils one really wasn't a 
war. It was just a skirmish," 
said tbe major oilcompanydis- 
trict manager. "But if prices 
tai^ gone down any moreinVir- 
guiia B^ch, we would definitely 
bave bad a war on our liands." 

Since right after Christmas 
gasoline prices all over Tide- 
water have been fluctuating con- 
siderably, but the lowest rock- 
bot|om prices in Ihe entire 
area came about in Virginia 
Beach just before the end of 
January. 

Prices on both regular and 
high-test gas had dropped slow- 
ly to as much as six cents below 
the original price. 

Then almost as suddenly as 
the prices began droi^ing, they 
started rising again. Then it 
was over. 

What could have turned into 
a major gas war to rival the 
one th^ hit mtat of Virginia 
about six years ago, fizzled and 
tbe situaUoD returned to nor- 
mal. 

Gas wars, or skirmishes, are 
like any other wars. They don't 
just hi^^n. SomeUdng causes 
them. 

The causes and effects of Uiis 
one are dimcult to pin down, 
since there is a general reluc- 
tance to talk about the matter 
on the part of oil company rep- 
resentatives and service stiiion 
operators. 

One major oil company dis- 
trict manager, however, was 
wUling to Ulk, but he did so 
only after he was promised his 
name would not be used or di- 
vulged. 



He said there are many reas- 
ons that gas wars begin, but 
that they are usually started by 
the Independent or off -brand oil 
companies in a given area. 

^'Sometimes ^ they have lots of 
gas left in their storage tanks 
at tbe end of the year, although 
most of them sell all that can 
be produced," be said. "Or 
maybe they need a tax write- 
off, or maybe business hasn't 
l>eeD,up to par and they need 
the extra business."

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Beach, The independents drop- 
ped the price of gas, but the 
major pompanies did iKt't follow 
suit. 

"They waited four or five 
days," said the oil cnirtpany 
representative. "But mne of the 
major oil companies dropped 
their prices." \ 

All of the companies seemed 
to be waiting for the others to 
do something, according to the 
district manager. 

"Then it happened," he said. 
"ESSO dropped prices, and all 
others quickly followed, be- 
cause ESSO has about thirty per 
cent of th|s market.'' 

Prices dropped gradually, but 
to a point about three cents be- 
low prices in Norfelk. 

"The companies are thrones 
who usually lose wlien this hap- 
pens," said the oil company 
man. "The companies bear an 
average of four -fifths of the 
loss, and the dealers the rest, 
but the dealers often show a 
profit because they pump more 
gas." ^ 

This fact was borne out by 
several dealers. 

"It's psychological," said 
Jerry Osborn, of Osbom's Sun- 
oco at London Bridge. "They 
spend more money on more gas 
and buy a higher octane just be- 
cause it's cheaper." 



"I'm pumping more gasoline, 
but we're not asking a whole 

lot more money," said James 
Henry, assistant manager of the 
independent Kayo station on 
Virginia Beach Boulevard. 

Henry would not discuss the 
reasons behind the gas war. 

"It's too hot to talk about," 

he said.

At the height of the gas war, 
one manager, Kenneth Fay, at 
a Pure station on Laskin Road, 
simply had a hand-painted sign 
showing the price of gasoline. 



"I've been told by this com- 
pany that others might go down 
lower at any time and to be 
prepared," he said. "So why 
bother with a nice sign?" 

The oil company representa- 
tive said he felt the war may 
have been started in defiance of 
all the give-away games too. 

"I wish we could all do away 
with the games," he added, "and 
go tiack to selling gasoline, 
based on customer sadsfactioR 
with the dealer and his service.' 

Gas wars are extremely dan- 
gerous to the oil companies. 
They must be able to document 
their reason for lowering prices 
in a federal Inquiry. 

"I never tell my dealers to 
lower' prices," said the oil 
company manager. "Alllcando 
is tell them tjhat others have 
lowered theirs. Then if they 
want to drop, the company will 
work with them." 

The war is over noW, and few 
scars will remain very long.

Death Toll Jump 
In Weekend Crash 



The traffic fataUty toU fbr^ 
1967 in Virginia Beach jumped 
to five in a grinding near-head- 
oa collision over the weekendL 

Prior to that time, only two 
persons had been killed on Vir- 
ginia Beach roads, in separate 
acddnUs. This was the first 
multiple fatality accident of the 
year, and already ties the re- 
cord of the number killed in an 
individual acddoit last year. 

Three persons were killed 
last year In a fiery non-collis- 
ion accident 

Besides ttie three killed in the 
weekend crash, five others 
were seriously injured'at the in- 
tersection of North Landing 
Road and Indian River Road. 

Dead, In the crash were Mrs. 
Vivian Ann Jolmson, 29, driver 
of the car; her son, Samuel Lane 
Johnson m, 2; and James LeUnd 
Carroll, 5, son of other injured 
passengers In the car. 



Mr. and Mrs. Robert L, Car- 
roll and one of their daughters, 
Jacqueline, were taken to 
Portsmouth Naval Hospital. A 
second dauber, Nancy, 2, was 
taken to Vl^i^inia Beach General 
Hospital. Mrs. Johnson's other 
adopted child, Glenn Allen, 5, 
was also taken to Virginia Bea(^ 
General Hospital. 

Virginia Beach police ofi!cer 
W. W. Taylor investigated the 
circumstances of the accident 
for nearly three days before 
determining exactly what had 
happened. 

The Jolmson station wagon 
was reportedly traveling soutti 
on North Landing Road and was 
struck by a pickiqp truck, drlv^ 
by Ray Adams, 42, that was re- 
portedly heading ^st on Indian 
River Road.

Why should 
free Americans living in the 
grecftest natton in the world 
h<^ to be reminded to practice 
brotherhood? 

The terrible fact is that they 
do. This past year has been 
a year of division mther than 
of unity. Even civil rights lead- 
ers have voiced sharply dlv^i^ 
gent opinions on how to achieve 
positive results. ' 

Brotherhood Week, sponsor- 
ed annually by the National 
Council of Chrisitans and Jews, 
is not an answer. It is merely 
a weeic set aside, often in em- 
barrassment, for those to 
pledge themselves again to the 
practice of ^trui brotherhood. 

All year long the council 
conducts educoH^nai programs 
aimed at closing the gap. The 
emphasis is upon involvement. 



not ^st sympathy. This is real 
brotherhood. 

One week set aside out of 
32 will not fulfill that purpose. 
It can only serve as a time 
for self-evaluation, community 
audit, and hopefully for resolut- 
ion of everyone to practice the 
true tenets of brotherhood all 
the rest of the year. 

Except for a ministers' 
breakfast during the week, 
nothing special is planned for 
Virginia Beach. This is as it 
should be. But all of us in the 
city should take the responsib- 
ility upon ourselves the re- 
sponsibility so necessary to the 
future peace of the world. 

Regardless of race or re- 
ligion, the peoples of the world 
must learn the meaning of 
brotherhood If we are to sur- 
vive. 

During this week set aside- 
then, pause, reflect and re- 
solve the practice of brother- 
hood and the spirit behind the 
practice.

We have always been rather 
proud of the fact that $uch a 
large number of retiring mili- 
tary personnel make their per- 
manent hom9 In Virginia Beach. 
There are many reasons for this 
Including the excellent climate, 
gpod prt)gresslve government, 
cmd fine living conditions. But 
we also like to feel they settle 
here because of the outstanding 
relationship between the mili- 
tary and civilian establish- 
ments. 

In addition we have a large 
number of non-permanent ac- 
tive military residents living In 
our midst. This is not their 



legal home of record but they 
do live here. We like to think 
that all efforts are made to 
make them as welcome as pos- 
sible while they are here. After 
all these are the American 
fighting men, the protectors of 
our country. 

Under present city law, the 
active military living here is 
required to purchase a city 
license decai. The cost is one 
dollar, but we fee i that it is 
one dollar too high. 

Mayor Frank Dusch has now 
taken this matter up with City 
Council, and we hope that an 
equitable solution can be work- 
ed out. 



Police Accidents 



A policeman Is far more 
liable to have an automobile 
accident than most others, sim- 
ply because he drives more than 
most people. 

Policemen are notoriously 
underpaid, and they should not 
have to pay for damage to a 
police vehicle Incurred In the 
line of duty. Other city depart- 
ments are not liable for repairs 
in accidents they have while 
driving a city vehicle. It follows 
then that the police should not 
be singled out. 

We, therefore, welcome the 
statements of the City Manager 
and the Chairman of the Police 
Trial Board sayjng that no more 
payments or partial payments 
will be required of policemen 
involved in negligent accidents, 
dt least until a^ul I and complete 
study of the matter can be made. 
i! Both men have also indicated 
d study will be made with a 
possible eye toward refunding 
money to those officers who 
have paid for accidents in the 
past. 

Various cities employ vari- 
ous methods of controlling re- 
payment for negl igent accidents. 
Hampton, for instance, requires 
the offiqer involved to pay the 
first fifty dollars on a deductible 
Insurance policy basis. 

If that practice were used in 



Virginia Beach 22 of the 34 
drivers involved in police car 
accidents would have to pay 
anyway, because the damage 
was under the fifty dollar mark. 
We welcome the study and feel 
that while we can never condone 
negligence or reckless driving, 
an officer should not have to pay 
for his judgement, at least not 
fully. We. have a fine police 
force. The men do. not need 
hardships hanging over their 
heads in case of accident.

Fill 'er Up—Inexpensively 



We strongly object to the rise 
in gasoline prices, especially 
so soon after a gas war that 
proved the prices can be con- 
trolled and held down by the 
companies. 

Perhaps if the companies had 
simply raised the price another 
penny a gallon little would have 
been said. After all, what isn't 
getting more expensive every 
day? 

But in this case prices of 
gasoline had dropped in January 
in Virginia Beach as much as 
six cents per gallon. The pub- 
lic reveled in gasoline. And 
most stations sold more gas or 
at least a higher octane than 
usual. The companies absorbed 
most of the price differential, 
the dealer the rest. 

Most service station oper- 
ators liked the gas war, because 
they were actually much busier 
than usual. Then the gas war 
was over, but instead of simply 
Mtting the price right back 
where It started. It went up one 
cent per gallon higher than the 
pottwar price. 

Now that's what we must call 
sneaky. . . .to toss a monkey wr- 
mn^ imo the works Just when 



the public is beginning to ap- 
preciate a good thing. 

Whether the price hike in 
already-expensive gasoline is 
absolutely necessary is not for 
us to decide. But the timing 
of the increase was certainly 
one of the poorest moves in 
public relations we have ever 
heard of 

More gasoline is being pump- 
ed Into more cars than ever be- 
fore in history, which should 
by experience with other com- 
modities bring the price down. 
But it definitely has not worked 
that way. 

The gasoline companies came 
out with a new gas in recent 
years strictly for use* in the 
compact car. It was cheaper, 
but now costs as much as re- 
gular gas did when the ''econ- 
omy fuel" came out. 

We feel that the gasoline 
companies serving Virginia Be- 
ach have done the public a great 
Injustice by first lowering the 
price by six cents, then raising 
it by seven. If it can be sold 
at a discount one day, it would 
seem to follow that it can be 
sold the next at a discount or 
at least at a regular price.

Those are the two human de- 
fects .found most often in cr- 
ashes involving violation of tr- 
affic rules or regulations, Ree- 
ves E. Johnson, Director of 
Public Safety told Virginia Be- 
ach drivers tck^y. 

"Just which of these factors 
figures in any particular cr- 
ash." 

Chief Johnson's remarks fol- 
lowed reports from the Gover- 
nor's Highway Safety Comm- 
ittee that nearly 60 pw cent 
of the drivers in fatal crashes 
in 1965 were violating a traffic 
law. 

"Excessive- speed," he said, 
"was the single traffic violation 
in tlmt - or any - year. Other 
important violattons, year in 
and year out. include disreg- 



arding an officer or traffic etm- 
trol device, illegally taking tte 
right-of-way and following too 

closely." 
Whether the drivers involved 

Jflr these crashes were unavare 
that they were violating a law, 
whether it merely slipped their 
minds, or whether they actually 
did not care about the law, 
does not affect the responsib- 
ility these drivers had for the 
suffering and damage they caus- 
ed, Johnson said. 
' "People who for one reason 
or another are potential viola- 
tors of traffic laws and rules 
of safe traffic behavior," he 
said, "are the ones the Bureau 

■ of Safety is trying to reach this 
month in its program of traffic 
safety education which is being 
conducted with the theme: Know 
and OBEY Traffic Laws."

You must have operating 
windshield wipers capable of 
clearing snow, slush and rain 
from the windshield. Have your 
service station check arm pres- 
sures (one ounce per Inch of 
blade length). Blades should 
be "live" rtibber that will wipe 
clean without smearing or 
streaking as dead rubber does. 

. Your he^er-defroster sys- 
tem is another key to keeping 
windows clear. If it's not putting 
out mough heat, have it 
checked, especially the tiiermo- 
stat.
